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examples by Detaille, "The Fight for the Colors" and "The 
Vice Admiral," the latter a water-color. 

The Rubens is a study for one of the "Triumph of Religion" 
series of tapestries, entitled "Triumph of the Holy Sacrament 
over Ignorance and Blindness," a smaller sketch of which is in 
the Museum at Madrid. It is brilliant in color and a splendid 
composition. The Tenier's "Interior of a Public House" is 
small but very fine, supplementing admirably the two Teniers 
presented by Mrs. H olden. A very beautiful head of a woman 
in a ruff is painted by Paulus Moreelse (1571-1 63 8) and shows 
how fine a painter was this man so little known in American 
museums. There is also a delightful interior with two figures, 
"Making Cakes," by Josef Israels, which hangs beside the 
"Grocery Shop," by Ludwig Knaus, as an interesting commen- 
tary on the different points of view between prominent nine- 
teenth century Dutch and German painters who were contem- 
poraneous. The "Madonna and Child" by Franz Floris is a 
painting of unusual charm and distinction, as will readily be dis- 
covered from the illustration. 

A small idyllic landscape by Karl Marko brings to notice an 
imaginative Hungarian painter of the nineteenth century who 
is but little known in American collections. The Austrian ex- 
ample is by Pettenkofen, depicting a"Gypsy Camp" in the open. 
"The Corridor of a Spanish Court House," gay with men in 
brilliant costumes of rich fabrics, brings out all the amazing skill 
of Aranda in painting such textures. 

The one American painting is the large "Blessed Mother" by 
George Hitchcock, a fine example by this popular and talented 
artist. A young mother in Dutch costume is seated with her 
child in a field scattered with tulips, one scarlet blossom in the 
foreground adding a brilliant touch which is echoed in the flowers 
seen dimly through a fence at the rear of the field. 

CURRENT EXHIBITIONS 
It has been decided to open the new year with a showing of as 
large a portion of the permanent collections as possible, and to 
this end the only temporary exhibition is the collection of pas- 
tels by J. McLure Hamilton, shown in Gallery VII, of which 
ten are lent by the artist and thirty by Mrs. Edward H. Harri- 
man, and the important group of French paintings, from various 
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lenders, in Gallery VI, including the fine example by Gaston 
La Touche, "The Goddess of Fortune in Distress," recently 
presented by Mr. Ralph King. 

The Wade collection continues in Gallery VIII, and in Gal- 
lery IX are hung seventy-four paintings selected from the Hin- 
man B. Hurlbut Collection, many of which have not before been 
shown. Those who are familiar with the pictures as they hung 
in Mr. Hurlbut's house will be pleased to see them again brought 
together before being distributed in the various galleries. In 
Gallery X are hung three paintings deposited by the Horace 
Kelley Art Foundation, one of which is "The First Baby" by 
Rudolph Epp, which was bequeathed by Mrs. Lucy M. Backus. 
In this room are also shown four paintings lent by the Estate of 
William J. Gordon, several recent accessions and a number of 
important loans, including the splendid large landscape by John 
Crome, which would be a valuable addition to the collection. 

The Japanese and Chinese rooms have been rearranged. All 
of the objects belonging to the Worcester R. Warner collection 
have been withdrawn to be reassembled together, with many re- 
cent additions, in Gallery XI for a two months' collective ex- 
hibit, which was opened with a private view to members and 
reception in honor of Mr. and Mrs. Worcester R. Warner, on 
January eighteenth. 

These withdrawals have made room for other collections in 
these rooms. The important collection of fifty-five Inro and 
Netsuke presented by Mr. David Z. Norton, have been attrac- 
tively displayed in two cases in the windows of the Japanese 
Room (Gallery XIV) where their minute charm can be carefully 
studied. It is hoped soon to have definite information as to the 
names of artists, etc., so that these cases may be adequately 
labeled. 

In the Chinese Room (Gallery XIII) two cases have been set 
aside for a more adequate showing of the fine collection of pot- 
tery given by Mr. and Mrs. Ralph King. They will repay careful 
study, and comprise most important additions to the Oriental 
collections. Here will also be seen the beautiful and unusually 
large ceremonial bell of bronze presented by Mrs. Arthur St. 
John Newberry. 

In the Near Eastern Room (Gallery XII) little change has 
been made, beyond the permanent arrangement of pierced metal 
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and woodwork in the window. The large Indo-Persian Sixteenth 
Century Carpet presented by Mr. J. H. Wade has been hung 
on the east wall. Unless good friends come to the rescue, many 
of the objects in this gallery, which should remain permanently 
in the possession of the Museum, will be recalled by their owners. 

The splendid granite head of the lioness-headed Goddess 
Sekhmut, and three remarkably fine bits of Coptic weaving in 
the Egyptian Room, have been acquired for the John Hunting- 
ton Collection, as have the "Donatrix" figure and the carved 
door and frame in the Gothic Room (Gallery II) and the Vene- 
tian well-head of the Eighth Century, the five small Gothic 
capitals, columns, and bases, and the five capitals and base built 
into the arcade on the South Wall of the Garden Court. 

An important gift is the large " Don Quixote" Flemish tapes- 
try of the early Eighteenth Century, woven by U. Leinyers, 
presented by Mrs. Edward W. Haines, who also lends two 
smaller tapestries from the same weaver and of the same series, 
all of which have been installed in Gallery III. 

In the Print Room are shown selections from the set of por- 
trait lithographs by William Rothenstein, of England, and a few 
process reproductions of portrait and other lithographs by 
Whistler, who interested Mr. Rothenstein in this medium. 



A LETTER FROM CHINA 

Mr. Langdon Warner sailed for China early in October to make 
preliminary arrangements for the Oriental Expedition. Among 
a number of letters received, the following is selected as perhaps 
the most interesting for publication. Formal reports will be pub- 
lished later. Since this letter was written Mr. Warner has been 
in Korea, and is now in Japan. He has made important purchases 
for the Worcester R. Warner Collection and has completed pre- 
liminary arrangements for valuable cooperation, which largely 
insures the success of the expedition when conditions in China 
are such as to justify its starting. 

Yong Keng, Shansi Province, China 
October 25, 1916 
I am here at last among the cave chapels near Tat'ung fu, and my con- 
stant thought is the pity of being impotent to bring back something of 
the strange grandeur of the place. 

Here are the earliest Buddhist carvings in China lining these big caves 
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
